it to be And, as Hon. Mr. Meighen pointed out, with an end to deficits {n 
operation, the loss on-account of fixed charges is not entirely a. loss. to.Can- 
ada because, once the system reaches the stage of returns over and above 
fixed charges, the deficits, of previous years will become: interest bearing 
assets of ihe people of Canada. Furthermore, if under private ownership, 
the railways were not: able to meet ‘tieir fixed charges, Canada would have 
becn: called upon to assist them in the form of. loans, or bonuses. ” 

The appeal whieh Sir Henry Thornton recently addressed to the 100,000 
Canadian National employees should be interpreted as an appeal, not to them 
alone, .but to the whole Hody of the Canadian people. Pointing eut that 
teclinical ability alone would not win victory for Canada’s national railway 
system, Sir Henry appealed to every employee, no matter how humble the 
position. he held in the service, to take a pride in the road; to talk it up, not’ 
down; to.do everything possible to avoid waste; to be courteous. to all and 
especially to the publie;:to try and make a friend a day for the C.N.R., and 
at all times, even in the face of difficulties and discourageiment, to: smile, 
smile, smile: ; 

If the.rank and file of the Canadian people will cultivate the habit of re- 
garding the Canadian National as their own personal property—which it is— 
and exert themselves to make it a success, no power on earth can prevent it 
from, being a success, and one of the greatest of the many great assets of 
which the Dominion can proudly boast. It may for the time being constitute 
something of a burden for the taxpayer to carry, but by all. working and pull- 
ing together the day is not fdr distant when the Canadian National will be an 
important factor in helping not only in the development and. prosperity of 

’ Canada, but in lightening the tax bills of the Canadian people.

our first twelve years are the ones 
that mould .our personality, That is 
one of the reasons for beginning good 
habits early, particularly with the 
teeth.

Oldest Gatrinent In ‘Europe 


en Belonging to Bronze Age Found 
{n Sweden 

w hat is claimed to be the oldest 
garment in’ Europe has been discov- 
ered by peat cutters in. Gerum Fen, 
near Skara, Sweden. 

It was found only .a few feet under 
the surface of the peat, and the pre- 
serving qualities,of the fen . water 
have kept it, intact since the Bronze 
Age, about 1,000 years before the 
shristian era, : ¢ 

Professor Montelius, who died re- 
cently, made a careful examination of 
the cloak, atid Professor Kossina also 
examined it. Further confirmation of 
the authenticity of its age was forth- 
coming from Dr. L. von. Post, the Btate 
Geologist of Sweden. ' 

The garment has’ the appearance of 
a cloak to be flung over the shoulders, 
and it does not look very archaic when 
compared with more modern wear. It 
is woven by hand from wool,

The great value of an. income ‘tax 
to a young province such as Alberta 
is. that in times of emergency anu 
hard times, the revenue income can 
be more easily regulated by a slight 
adjustment of the income tax rates, 
so that the burden will fall on those 
best able to bear it. 

I have not the figures for last year 
but for the year 1921 the Dominion 
government raised by the income tax 
$1,400,000 in the Province of Alber- 
ta. That is, the Dominion government 
took out of the province of Alberta by 
means of the income tax very nearly , 
as much as it gave back to the pro- 
vince by. way of a subsidy. 

There is every reason to believe 
that the revenue derived from this tax 
will increase as the machinery for 
collecting it is made more perfect, 
atidoes the. people become more fam- 
iliar with its merits. In British Col-- 
uimbia there is raised by the income 
tax about four million dollars, half 
of which goes to the province and 
half of which goes to the, Dominion ; 
government. 

It woud certainly be false economy 
|to advocaté the setting up of a sepa- 
rate provincial machine to collect a 
provincial income tax, but I do ad- 
jvocate a careful investigation into 
the possibility of creating a joint 
provincial and federal income tax col- 
lecting machine, the cost of admin- 
istration to be shared equally and the 
revenue derived from the income tax 
to be divided equally, between the 
dominion and the provincial govern- 
meénts. 

- The Problem of Today. 

However, after all has been said on 
the theory of taxation, and on the 
‘ideal system of taxation, we must 
come back agaih to hard cold facts 
‘and get down to actual conditions and 
circumstances as they exist in this 
| Province today. The state's ability to 
collect revenue depends after all on 
the taxpéyers’ ability to pay. The 
|State’s standing financially is large- 
{ly determined by the financial stand- 
ing of the average taxpayer. A wise 
\citizen will make provision for the 
jday of adversity and hard-times. A 
wise. government should make pro- 
vision. during tthe years of prosper- 
ity for the years of adversity. The 
citizen who has no reserve fund when 
hard-times come will be forced to go 
without the necessities of life or bor~ 
vow money with which to buy them.’ 
Is it’ not therefore reasonable and 
logical to expect that a government 
who has no reserve fund to meet the 
contingences of: x period -of hard- 
times should find itself unable to 
make its income cover its necessary 
| expenditwrres? Maintaining law and 
order, caring for. the health of the 
people, educating the children and 
| carrying oh the many recognized du- 
ties of a fovernment, are as vital to 
the life and welfare of the states as, 
| food, clothing, recreation and shelter, 
are to the life’ of the individual. 

,Criticisms and Conclusion 
| Before closing I wish to refer brief- 
lly to the only two eriticisms that 
have been made in regard to the policy 
of the government. — 

First—that the government has cut 
| too much, and secondly, that the .gov- 
;ernment has not cut enough. In the 
first place there are those people who 
j have eriticized nearly every reduction 
ithe government: has made. There is 
only one answer in reply to this crit- 
icism and that is, that the present 
government is doing what it was elect- : 
ed to do. It-is facing the ratuagion 
with all the cards on t ié table and is 
making every possible eduction even 
though such reductions may not. meet 
with the approval from.many quar- 


| ters. 


_ |. The other criticism is that the gov- 


ernment is not cutting: enough, The . 
fact that the province is ‘facing an es-- 
| timated deficit this year of about 4@ 
{million dollars is causing many peo- 
iple to feel that the government has. 
|failed to do its duty. Many members 
| Opposite are asking for a special com- 
; mittee to show the government how to 
jlive within its income. Such people 
‘must remember that although the pro- 
Vvincial government is. the biggest 
| business in the province of Alberta, 
it is different from any other busi- 
ness or corporation. A large private 


.;corporation is in business to make 


money. It keeps a large resérve fund 
with which’ to meet the contingences 
of an emergency, I doubt if there is 
;One large corporation in Canada that 
i has not had to call on its reserves dur-— 
| the past two or: three years... In fact ~ 
many corporations during these years 
of reconstruction have used up their 
reserve funds, have exhausted their 
credits and have in some cases gone 
ankrupt. 
The: Provincial Government of Al- 
| berta is in buginéss to provide the peo- 
|Ple of this province with certain ser- 
‘wices for which the people are suppos- 
led to pay. It ‘is not in business to 
“make money and_has, no reserve fund 
‘to meet the contingences of a period 
of hard times. Most public’ services 
are permanent and vary little from 
year to year. They cannot ‘be curtail- 
ed like the output of a big business. 
While public expenditures should ‘be 
‘more or less regular from year to 
‘year, public revenue fluctuates with 
'the prosperity of the country. Thus 
during hard times,. when a govern- 
| ment has no reserve fund, there re- 
mains only three alternatives, namely, 
(a) Inereased taxation, which the - 
people cannot bear at the present
